PER  Comments  on  Deluxe  Auto 


General  Comments 

The  Montana  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  & Disposal  Act  requires  all 
wrecking  facilities  to  be  licensed  and  screened  from  public  view.  No  junk 
vehicles  may  be  visible  from  any  point  six  feet  above  the  centerline  of  a 
public  road.  The  applicants  propose  to  license  and  operate  a small  wreck- 
ing facility  (I4  to  h acre)  located  approximately  10  miles  northeast  of  Big 
Fork,  MT  on  Foothills  Road.  The  applicants  plan  to  specialize  in 
rebuilding  vehicles,  particularly  antiques,  for  resale. 

Potential  Impact  on  Physical  Environment 


2.  Water  quality,  quantity,  and  distribution 

Krause  Creek  lies  approximately  100  feet  west  of  the  car  storage  site. 
The  applicant  will  not  be  disposing  of  waste  motor  fluids  onsite;  there- 
fore, no  contamination  to  surface  and  groundwater  is  expected. 

4.  Vegetation  cover,  quantity,  and  quality 

The  existing  vegetative  cover  may  be  disrupted  from  moving  and  storage 
of  vehicles  in  the  yard  and  construction  of  a body  shop.  Given  the  small 
yard  size,  this  disruption  will  be  minor. 

5.  Aesthetics 

The  proposed  storage  area  for  junk  vehicles  is  totally  screened  from 
view  of  all  public  roads  by  a mixed  pine  forest  (see  diagram) . The  yard 
will  hold  approximately  20  vehicles.  If  the  trees  shielding  the  yard  are 
cut,  then  additional  screening  may  be  necessary.  The  storage  site  is 
capable  of  being  screened  from  all  existing  public  roadways. 

There  will  be  an  aesthetics  impact  resulting  from  establishing  this 
facility  on  the  neighboring  property  owner  to  the  east.  Some  junk  vehicles 
will  be  visible  through  a thin  stand  of  pine  trees  between  that  residence 
and  the  storage  yard.  State  law  requires  junk  vehicles  to  be  shielded  from 
view  of  public  roads,  but  not  private  residences.

Establishing  and  licensing  this  proposed  facility  should  have  a minor 
positive  impact  on  all  of  the  above  criteria.  Additional  income  and 
employment  opportunities  should  at  least  result  for  the  applicants  and  any 
additional  employees  necessary  for  the  operation. 

10.  Demands  for  governmental  services 

Periodic  inspections  will  be  required  of  state  and  local  officials  to 
assure  compliance  with  state  law. 


13.  Locally  adopted  environmental  plans  and  goals 

The  establishment  and  operation  of  a motor  vehicle  wrecking  facility 
at  this  location  does  not  violate  any  locally  adopted  land  use  regulations 
or  ordinances  as  certified  on  the  application  by  the  Flathead  Regional 
Development  Office. 

14.  Transportation  networks  and  traffic  flows 

Given  the  small  size  of  the  proposed  facility  and  its  distance  from 
population  centers,  any  increased  traffic  associated  with  the  facility 
should  be  minor.
